Project Title: Amendment to the Mineta San Jose International Airport Master Plan.

Project Description: Amendment to the Airport Master Plan to 1) extend the horizon year and 
demand forecasts from 2027 to 2037; 2) incorporate the set of airfield configuration changes 
recommended in the Runway Incursion Mitigation/Design Standards Analysis Study; and 3) update 
the layout and sizing of various landside facilities to adequately serve the projected 2037 demand.

Location: Mineta San Jose International Airport, generally bounded by U.S. 101 to the north, the 
Guadalupe River and State Route 87 to the east, Interstate 880 to the south, and Coleman Avenue and 
De la Cruz Boulevard to the west. Council District: 3.

This is to advise that on April 28, 2020, the City Council of the City of San Jose approved the 
following actions related to the above-described project:

a) Adoption of a resolution certifying the Norman Y. Mineta San Jose International Airport 
Master Plan Amendment Environmental Impact Report (EIR) and making certain 
findings concerning significant impacts, mitigation measures, alternatives, and adopting a 
Statement of Overriding Considerations and a related Mitigation Monitoring and 
Reporting Program, all in accordance with the California Environmental Quality Act 
(CEQA);

b) Adoption of a resolution approving a Major Amendment to the Airport Master Plan for 
the Norman Y. Mineta San Jose International Airport; and

c) Approval of an ordinance amending Title 25.04.300(B)(1) of the San Jose Municipal 
Code to increase the maximum number of air carrier gates from 40 to 42.

Furthermore, the City Council of the City of San Jose has made the following determinations 
regarding such project:
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1. A Final Environmental Impact Report was prepared for this project and adopted on March 
24, 2020 pursuant to the provisions of CEQA.

2. The project will have significant effects on the environment relating to air quality, biological 
resources, cultural resources (archeological resources); greenhouse gas emissions; and 
hazards and hazardous materials.

3. Mitigation measures were made a condition of approval of the project.

4. A Mitigation Monitoring and Reporting Program was adopted for this project.

5. A Statement of Overriding Considerations was adopted for this project.

6. Findings were made pursuant to the provisions of CEQA.

The EIR and record of project approval may be examined at the City of San Jose, Department of 
Planning, Building and Code Enforcement, 200 East Santa Clara Street, 3rd Floor Tower, San 
Jose CA 95113-1905. This notice is in compliance with Section 21108 and 21152 of the Public 
Resources Code.
